disposing of a quantity of Frec- 
thought literature. It seems'to me 
that it is_a good point for Liberal 
propagandistic work, Dr J. W, 
Goodson is most earnest in his op- 
position to crecdal bigotry. Among 
other friends of tho cause met I may 
mention, P. Himrod, F. I. Roche, 
0. Hodson, John Osthof, Joe 
Mitchell, T. E, Ilinsbaw and Geo, 
Dryland, Our’ Liberal friends who 
travel willdo well, if they stop off 
at Sterling, to make the acquaint- 
anco of mine host of the Sterling

Thero is not much variety of 
seonory in this part of the country, 
Tho level bottom lands of the 
Arkansas stretch out on every side, 
treeless, savo tho groves, belts, 
and orchards set by the hands of 
man, Beyond the bottom land, 
much of whichis of value chiefly 
for grazing and hay, lic the prairies 
slightly more rolling, and finely 
adapted for agricultural purposes, 
most of it, 

Ellinwood, the junction point of the 
main line with the McPherson 
branch, does not number an out- 
spoken Freethinker among its 
inhabitants, and so Wednesday 
forenoon was wasted there, Speak- 
ing of Wednesday, April. 14 286, 
I wish to casually aan concerning 
it, that inall my thirty years ex- 
perience of western wind, I never 
encountered such a stiff and all-day 
breeze as I did this said 14th, day of 
April, not even when Kasson ran 
for Congress and Ret Clarkson 
made the people of Iowa think well 
of him by his ceaseless abuse of him. 

Approaching Great Bend, we 
notice a few stunted native trees 
along the Arkansas, tho first and 
last seen for many miles. Great 
Bend, from which point a new rail- 
road, whose objective terminus is 
Denver, is being constructed in a 
northwesterly direction, isa grow- 
ing place of about 2,300 inhabinants. 
Most of the Liberals in the town 
belong in the, class typified by 
that well known ‘individual, “Mati 
afraid-of-his-business,” but six miles 
west I found several outspoken 
Freethinkers, most prominent of 
whom are F. H. Miller and lady, 
Henry Miller and lady, and the 
Ksmiller brothers, In the home of 
tha Millers’ I met with cordial 
greeting and found helpful s mpa. 
thy in the work, Fred H. Miller 
has taken tha Zruth Seeker from its 
first number, and hence is well 
posted in regard to the Freethought 
movement, Twelve years upon the 
watries of Barton county, Mr, and 
Mrs, Miller have made a success of 
one specialty, poultry raising. Up- 
on their place they now have six 
hundred grade White Leghorns, 
and last year the chickens hatched 
numbered fifteen hundred, 

On Thursday morning Mr, Miller 
conveyed ine to town, and 1 left on 
tho 11 clock train for Dodge 
City, cighty-two milea west, From 
Topeka almost to Raton, a dis- 
tanco of six hundred miles, itis an 
uninterrupted upgrade, and our train 
especially heavily laden, because of 
the immense transcontinental 
travel resulting from the phenom. 
enally low rates, puifed along quite 
slowly up tho monotonous Arkansas 
Valley. Upon the south side of the 
river the sand hills become more 
numerous and prominent ag one ap- 
proaches Dodge City, but they aro a 
libel upon tho country which they 
conceal from tho view of the 
traveler, 

Dodge City has the well-earned 
reputation of being a “hard town,” 
but the general opinion seems to be 
thatit is rapidly improving, the 
gambling, shooting element being 
in process ofsure elimination. Only 
one man wasshot while I was there, 
and he had been the aggressing par- 
ty in tho last pravious shooting 
scrape, fully a month before. So I 
fecl justified in saying that Dodge 
City is swiftly becoming quieter 
and safer, 

In this live, bustling place, there 
are several wideawaka Precthinkers, 
chief among whom should 
be named M. Collar and family, 
Clavanee Petty, and Harry Newfer, 
Mr, and Mrs, Collar, Mr. CoUarts 
niece and the children, —little Katie, 
who writes for the Children’s Cor- 
nerin the Trea Seeker, and the 
boys,--all seem equally interested. 
Afr. Collars beautiful gronuds show 


what timely and judicions tree and 
shrubbery planting can accomplish 
in the “desert” of western Kansas. 

Turning backward upon my course, 
I stopped off of Saturday morning's 
train at Larned, where a govern- 
ment office is located and real estate 
agents do abound, F. E. Martin is 
a hberal Spiritualist, and he and. his 
gentlemanly clerks (he is postmas- 
ter,) will please accept my thanks 
for favors kindly conterred. A. Dit- 
son and brother are thorough-going 
Liberals, 

FUL Miller met meat the do- 
pot at Great Bend, and behind his 
spiritod ponies, we soon traversed 
the six miles intervening between 
the town and his hospitable home, 
I was booked for a talk in the 
Buffalo school house the next day. 
The audience was small but very

I 
should think the slow progress of your 
work would make you sad, especially 
when you place it sido by side with 
the marvelous advances Christianity is 
making. Why the Congregational 
churches alone in this country received 
over 91,000 members on confession of 
faith ju the Lord Jesus Christ last yonr 
Tn the firstthreo months of this year 
4,085 are reported, aud moro to follow. 
I would liko to have you place by the 
sido of this army of saved persons those 
who have embracod the doctrines you 
advocate. Compare them now, not only 
in’number butinmoral character, Don't 
you feel a little ashamod of the company 
you keep?

FER the letter itself contains its own 
refutation—its own condemnation, 
(1) As to its general spirit: Mr, 
Taylor is still a young man and may 
perhaps he excused for the exhibi- 
tion of a little redundant zeal of the 
destructive sort, When he is older 
and better real in history he will 
probably learn that “burning” is not 
the best way to put down heresy 
and “infidelity.” He wall probably 
learn, also, that the exhibition of 
the pharisaical spirit, “I pity you,” 
“don't you feel ashamed of the com- 
mny you keep,” e'c.—is not the 
best way to make sn impression fu- 
vorzble to his cause. “Compare 
them [Freethinkers] now, not only 
in numbers but in moral character,” 
says Mr, ‘I. Itis true there ure 
many men who claim to be Frec- 
thinkers whose conduct. reflects no 
honor on the cause of Freethought. 
Many such lack a great deal of be- 
ing consistent Liberals; but on the 
other hand, how is it with those 
who accept the Christian theory? 
Are they all good men and women? 
Ave they never known to lie, cheat, 
slander, covet what is their neigh- 
bor’s, ete? Sametinw since, a well- 
known churel member said in my 
hearing: “IË Ishould select the 
two men on whom of all others I 
could rely for fair, honorable treat- 
ment in business, nnd for acts of 
neighborly kindness I should select 
and . naming two 

ofthe most outspoken “Infidels” 
living acar Valley Falls. We shall 
probably take eccnsion, later on, to 
speak of the comparative “morality” 
of Christians nnd Freethinkers. 
Just now we would simply ask if

Ishall not retort hy accusing him 


of dishonesty, and of preaching 
Christianity simply for the money 
and the social position it gives him. 
Heis probably honest. I say this 
the moro confidently because I have 
“been there” myself, And if Í had 
loved a life of comparative ease, of 
popularity, of the good will and 
fawning adulation. of the self-styled 
“best people’—if 1 had loved these 
more than I loved mental independ- 
ence | might have “been there” still. 
And just here, though it may be 
something of a digression, 1 will say 
that while my Christianity was an 
inheritance my freethought was 
mainly my own. I walked out ot 
the church simply because I found 
it too narrow. [was not invited 
ont—they tried hard to keep me in 
Iwas not persuaded away by Free. 
thinkers nor by Infidel writers. I 
never reat aso-callet Infidel work 
till I had entirely thrown oif my al- 
legiance to Bible theology.

UEUVENERATION AND ANARCHY, 

Those two words oxpress each a dis- 
tinct idea. Regeneration means to ro- 
turn to a happy or healthy condition 
formerly enjoyed, An individual who 
has been in good health and bas lost it, 
needa regeneration, Tho same word can 
be applied to society, that, having once 
boen ina Hourishing stato, is now do- 
eayed and degenerated, and like the sick 
man, desires to resume again its olden, 
goldon days. TRegeneration in fine, na 
applied to socioty, means to conquer a 
civilization that has been Jost. 

We find it demonstrated by science 
that not an atom in nature is ever lost, 
Atoms and moloctiles may combina with 
other atoms and molecules to constitute 
new forms of matter. Sono single atom 
in social progress is ever lost. It may 
‘become transformed with new vigor and 

greater power, more in conformity with 
Science and Nature, When we epeak of 
{society becomivg more progressive, we 


mean also moro just. There can bo no 
justico but that which is deduced from 
Naisre’s laws, or what is assimilated to 
those laws. In nature we are; in her and 
for ber we live, and {no other mode of 
thinking or being can be conceived ox- 
copt that which isin conformity with her, 
When divorced from her it must either 
bo to perish for want of u place to stand 
on, or be compelled to nhandon our posi» 
tion as untenable, However, if itia 
borno in mind that wo have fallen into 
chaosu immenso social imbroglio,into an 
extreme mental and material confusion, 
the cause of which was ignorance, the 
effect of whieh is tothe benefit of tyr- 
ranny and the profit of the cunning, a 
stato into which we could not have fallen 
had we followed Nature's lawes, then tho 
idea of Regeneration for society is cor- 
rect. In this sense it reprosents tho 
abaudonment of the path of orror, and 
our réstitation to Nature, Not as we 
find man in the early periods of history, 
but uddingto the natural primeval sim- 
plicity, the systematically arranged recu- 
mulation of observations, studies aud 
experiments that charactorizea the word 
—Civilization. 

Humanity will not degenerate,but pro- 
gress, Thelaw of progress is incon. 
testible, Regeneration, thon, is not an 
acceptable word any furtber than wo 
have defined it. Again, as Regeuera- 
tion doos not signulise n hore or less 
perfect social stato, but at best to return 
toa former healthy condition, we have 
abandoned the iden of calling our So- 
cinlistic Roview by that name, as we Lad 
formerly announced, Wo found an- 
other word that better expresses our 
ideas. Thatis Acracia (Anarchy) n new 
word that comes to enrich sociology 
composed ef the Greek words c which 
signifies no, and cracia, governmont, 
or withont governnment. 

Social science has shown that Authori+ 
ty bas not beon created by Nature. 
Even in its best acceptation it signitles 
only “a social state whose members do 
not know how to govern themselves,” or 
“not comprehending a self regulating 
society, through the instinct of self pres. 
eryation have delegated to one or- moro 
of their number the powor to mako laws 

hat would tell them how to live to- 

gethor in right social relations.” Hence 
as socicty has progressed it Las advanced, 
atruggling agaist the principle of Au- 
thority. Porpetuity las bees considered 
us on esseptial condition of things by nu- 
thoritios, not recognizing in their ogotism 
the maturity of the people. In the pres- 
ent historical opoch there is no school of 
sociology nof political party” of serious 
principles which does not affirm that “the 
morothe principloof Authority is elevated 
in the social balance, the lower descends 
that of Liberty.” Authority and Tyr- 
ranny then are synonymous, whilo Libe 
erty represents Social Emancipation, 

As a son grown to maturity ia eman- 
aucipated fromthe paternal authority 
to which in his yonth and inexperience he 
had consented, and endowed with per-e 
fect reason hia nntonomy is declared and 
agreed to; so the people, progressing, 
acquiring larger knowledge, aspiro 
to their completo intellectual and 
material emancipation, 

The good senso of modern philosophy 
proclaims that the greatest enemy to 
the peoples’ liberty is the principle of 
Authority, and the only one, many aftirm, 
that prevents theiremancipation, All eys- 
tems and institutions are tho product of 
human ideas, They endure ouly as long 
as humanity shall deem necossary,al way 
being modified according to the progress 
of civilizution, Nor would they, (the in- 
stitutions and aystems) last longer, nor 
bo an object of scheming and domina- 
tion, were they not clothed with tho at- 
tributes of Authority, which aro those of 
forceand Tyranny, 

So it has hoppened that whon old sys- 
tems have become decrepit, or reason, 
convincing to the people, bascondomned 
them, tho people have seen themselves 
compelled, not to demonstrato with rea: 
sons the convenience of a social change, 
but to appeal to force in order to verify 
what should bo a penceful transforma- 
tion. 

Society, then, will not become free, 
vill not reach atruly harmonious, just, 
stable, natural condition while there ex- 
iets one particle of authorily, 

The most perfoct state of society is 
that without government, dcracia, 
(Anarchy), The tripod upon which we 
wish to stand is Nature, Science, Justice; 
to reach it Authority must go; Anarchy 
ia the word that best signifies our aspis 
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rationa and the aspirations of all pro-
